BOYCOTT BY A BISHOP 


REASON REOTOR TOMKINS GIVES FOR 
 LBAVING 8ST. JAMES. 


During His Service with the Big North 
Side Church the Clergyman Says He 
Has Been Virtually Ignored by the 
Rt,-Kev. William E. McLaren, the Head 
of the Diocese=Low Churehmanship Is 
Stated as the Ground -for This Treat- 
ment=What Clergy and Bishop Say. 

Bishop William E. McLaren, the head of 
the Episcopal Diocese of Chicago, is cha rged. 
with being a boycotter of low churchmen. 

This charge is brought by the Rev. Floyd W. 

Tomkins Jr., who has’ been the rector for 

three years of St. James, the oldest and most 

influential church in the diocese. Boycott is 
the word ‘ Mr. Tomkins himself employs in 
characterizing the treatment that has been 
accorded him ever since his -arrival in Chica- 
go. Hesays he came to St. James as a con- 
firmed evangelical. The parish had united in 
giving kim a unanimous call, knowing of his 
low church views. Bishop MeLaren, Mr, 

Tomkins says, was fully aware of this situa- 

tion, but instead of acquiescing in it he has 

steadily refused to give the parish the recog- 
nition \its standing warranted and that had al- 


-ways been accorded it. And this treatment, 


the rector stoutly maintains, is due wholly to 
the fact that the standard of his own church- 
manship is below that of the head of the 
diocese. The upshot of this difference is the 
resignation from the rectorship of St. James 
by Mr. Tomkins and his acceptance of a 
eall to Grace Church, Providence, R. I. This 
change is due in large measure, Mr. Tomkins 
says, to the attitude.of the Bishop. From his 
own experience he draws a strong conclusion 
and states it witha clearness that leaves no 
chance for ambiguous interpretation. “An

Asked as to whether its teaching was 
‘*high”’ or not one man replied, ‘it is sim- 
ply out of sight,’’ and added that if less atten- 
tion were paid to ecclesiastical‘millinery and 
chancel gymnastics it would be in every way 
better. 


BOYCOTT OF THE RECTOR OUTLINED. 


Mr. Tomkins States His Reasons for Leav- 
ing St. James’ Church. 

When a’ked for his reasons for leaving St. 
James’ Mr. Tomkins stated them reluctantly, 
He did not want it to appear that he was 
mar king hig departure by seeking ‘an oppor- 
tunity to publicly air his grievances. But a 
condition existed in the diocese, he said, 
which he felt it his duty to protest against in 
the hope that in some degree, at least, it 
might be improved. 

** During the three years I have been at St. 
James’ as the rector,” said Mr. Tomkins, “ I 
have been virtually boycotted by the diocese 
and the Bishop. This boycott was declared 
as soon as [ reached Chicago, and 
has been | rigorously maintained ever 
since ‘for no other reason, I am 
sure, than that Iam-a conservative church- 
man. Although St. James’ is the mother 
parish of the diocese and the strongest and 
most important, admittediy, the rector, dur. 
ing my incumbency of that office; has been 
completely iggored, At the diocesan con- 
vention the Bishop has carefully refrained 
from giving me a place on any committee 
that had to do with any of the important work 
of the diocese, This, notwithstanding the 
fact that St. James’ has always given more 
than any other parish to maintain this work. 
Thus the parish has in effect been boycotted 
through its rector, although its abundant and 
giadly given resources have always been 
largely drawn upon. I was clearly 
persona non gruta with 
the diocese:in the matter of ‘churchmanship 


/ and theology. Although the broad work of 
the parish suffered the high church views of . 


the diogese -would at least be maintained. 
Well, |it has been maintained and is 
maintained to the point that an 
Evangelical churehman cannot work in 
the Diocese of Chicago without being uncom. 
fortably conscious of the fact that he works 
under the ban of the powers that be. To be 
sure hejis not told to go, fora Bishop cannot 
removea rector gave for violation of the 
canons of the church, and then not without a 
trial; but he is given to understand that his 
stay makes heavy drafts on the toleration of 
all concerned.”’ 

** Dos this fact influence you in accepting 
the call from Grace Church, Providence?”

At the Church of the Ascension, on La Salle 
avenue ahd Elni street, a reporter for Tux 
Trrpune found Father Larrabee eagaged at 
the confessional. He waited during the observ- 
ance of this rite, against which low church- 
men huzl so many anathemas, in a room 
where censers hung, great altar candlesticks 
stood, and from whose door an open closet 
could be seen inewhich were the phylacteried 


sacrificial robes of the priests, When the last. 


penitent had departed Father Larrabee ap- 
peared. In answer to a question as to the 
treatment accorded Mr. Tomking by: the 
Bishop and the diocese he said: 

** Of course, I cannot presume td say just 
what that treatment has been in detail. As to 
that the Bishop and Mr. Tomkins are the best 
authorities, But 1 will say if the rector of St. 
James’ has been ignored I was not aware of it. 
I know he has been on the Missionary Board 
and has been in other ways revognized. To 
be sure he was not sent to the general con- 
vention as a delegate two years ago, but if 
any one is to blame for that it must be the 
clergy and not the Bishop.” 

** Was the failure to elect Mr. Tomkins due 
to his low churchmanship?” 

**I think that hada great deal to do with it. 
It was fully appreciated that. his grade of 
churchmanship was;considered below that of 
the diocese as a whole, and that he would not, 
therefore, be a fair representative of the dio- 
cese,”’ 

“In your high church service here at the 
Ascension, Father, Larrabee, do you find 
Bishop McLaren in full sympathy with you?” 

““O, yes, indeéd, -am sure he is.”’ 

‘*‘Does he approve of the confessional ?’”’ 

** Yes, he does very fully, I know. Not only 
that, he has a confessional at the cathedral, 
andl am quitésure he goes to confession 
himself,” . 

‘** But Bishop McLaren is not looked upon 
as being so high a churchman ag Bishop 
Grafton of Fond du;Lac, is he?’ 

‘Well, he doesn’t wear a cope and miter, 
but in sentiment and belief I think they are 
in full agreement.” 

Turning to a case of books that stood under 
a picture of Cardinal Newman Father Larra- 
bee pulled out a red volume, remarking: 

“The growth of Catholic practices in the 
Church of, England has been surprisingly 
rapid. Herein this book of statistics for 
1898 is a comparative statement of tne num- 
ber of churches that were observing certain 
rites, against which low churchmen rail, io 
1882 and in 1892. As as mstance of this 
growth there were but about 1,000 churches 
that had candles at the altar in 1882, while in 
1892 there were nearly 4.000; at thé earlier 
date there were seventy-seven churches in all 
England in which cénsers were swung, while 
ten years later there were 177.”’

America, has it?” _

UNIVERSITY AT CHAMPAIGN WINS 
(THE ATHLETIO LAURELS. 


It Heads the List with Six First Prizes, 


the University of Wisconsin Being Sec- 
end and the Iowa State University 
Third—Some Remarkable Time Records 
Explained by the Annpuacement That 


the Track Was ShorteHow the Chipt | 


Events Were Run Off. . 


Champaign and the. University of Illinois 
carried off the honors of the first annual 
tournament of the United Universities yester- 
day. The meeting was giveninthe South 
Side baseball grounds under the auspices of 
the Chicago Athletic Association and com- 
prised track and field events of all kinds, No 
records were broken, but they ought to have 
been if the astonishing times given out were 
correct, ‘The peculiarity of the timing and 
the resulting comment brought out the unof- 
ficial statement that the track was nearly ten 
yards short.

The University 
of Wisconsin, which took second place, while 
securing places in a larger number of contests 
than illinois, had not such a high- class team 
of athletes, and in its twelve scoring events 
secured only one first, the 880 yards run. 
Athletes with the cardingl band of the - Wis. 
consin -@llege were entered in every event. 
While the lionors of tne meet fell to these two 
universities, largely because of the nuinbers 
of entries from each institution,

erate intrigue of Vatican politicians, but _it 
+ ge never have reached this menacing stage 
not for the accident of Kossuth’s death and 
the stupidity of the Austrians in treating his 
funeral train ‘like the passage of a criminal 
convoy. 
This put the whole of the Hungarian peo. 
ple into the temper described in English ver- 
vnc ‘as 6(“*cocky.”” When the question 
arose of making the Hungarian House of 
Lords wry a the civil marriage bill, 
which had ‘been twice passed by im. 
mense majorities in the Commons, 
the Liberal Premier Wekerle took the whole 
nation into his confidence and explained that 
the way to do it was to have the Emperor ap- 
point @ lot ofinew Liberal Peers. From this 
to a loud popular assertion that the Em- 
peror must do 
Emperor was annoyed’at being thus 
taken for a constitutional duminy, like the 
English monarch, and the clerical and aristo- 
cratic court circles adroitly fanned |this an- 
noyance intoa flame of refusal. This has 
thrown all Hungary, into transports of 
rage and defiance. There is talk of the ban 
of Croatia, who is a very gogd sort of a fel- 
low in ordinary times, trying to form another 
Liberal ministry, but in the present fever this 
is all moonshine. Buda-Pesth is not a place 
which cools readily if once heated, and all the 
signs point to it being backed in this crisis by 
a solid national sentiment. 


Congo Matter Almost Forgotten. 
Besides these two flaring demonstrations in 
the East the Anglo-Congo grievance of the 
French politicians has shrunk ito small pota- 


toes indeed, It is still being talked about in 
the Paris press, and formal debate 
on* it is; set down *for Thursday. 


But these other affairs are eo much bigger 
and more; genuine that nobody now expects 
it to amount to anything. It is in the nature 
ot things that France should draw back and 
lie low the morhent the other large 
animals begin to walk around, and this 
is what h% will do now. Dupuy’s Premier- 
ship is treated as a too fragile thing to 
be even talked about above a whisper, The 
new ministty could have been beaten on the 
very first day if those hostileto it had seen 
any profit ia knocking it over, and it will re- 
main in office of suffrance only just so long 
as this indecision of its enemies exists. 

In the Speaker today the veteran Jules 
Simon says the oppression of the Executive 
under the empire has been changed into the 
oppresdion of the Chamber now and that the 
latter is much more irrespogsible and danger- 
ous in time of national stress than the other. 


_Engtand Scolding at the Weather. 

In England the pressure of objurgatory 
} conversation on the weather has excluded 
nost other topics. It is said in the parlia- 
mentary lobbies that an arrangement has 
been reached in the opposition camp by 


Which, in (case of the government’s 
defeat, a cdalition Cabinet will be 
fornied, with Devonshire.as Premier, and 


Chamberlain, James, and Goschen taking 
portfolios. There seems less prospect just 
now of this contingency arising. The 
ministry is scraping slowly along over the 
shoals with no water to.gpare, but nv im- 
minent dangers are in view. 

Gleomy as to India. 

Although by tacit consent newspaper discus- 
sion on the subject ceased, India contin- 
ues to fufnish a gloomily dark back- 
ground for men’s thoughts, Native 
Indian papers arriving each week show 
4 unanimity of disaffection which 
has never. been equaled since the mutiny. 
Exemption of Manchester goods from customs 
duties is a grievance which calis forth the 
loudest protests, but compulsory vaccination 
and a threat of interference with the opium 
business, and a host of other things 
are cited as overtaxing the patience and loy- 
alty of the Indian people. According to the 
Anglo-Indian press certain blatant missions 
have done enormous mischief by in- 
sults to the Hindu religion, accounts of 
which are being spread widely by’emissaries 
among the native peasantry. Old residents 
in scores of widely separated districts are con- 
stantly warning the government that what is 
going on now is simply the spring of 1857 
over again. 

Italy Amazed at a Sentence. 

Sentence of the Sicilian Deputy de Felice- 
Guiffrida to eighteen years’ imprisonment for 
a' purely political propaganda of a sort 
which our labor leaders regard as weak -k need 
in the extreme, has sent @ thrill of amazed 
indignation | throughout fiberal Italy. 
Various popular riots im protest,  in- 
volving collisions with troops, are 
reported.

There has been an ex- 
plosion of French wrath against that agreée- 
ment, albeit an agreement with which, strictly 
speaking, France has nothing to do. 


Cause of French Hostility. 


But the secret of their anger is/plain, though 
I do not think itis generally known in En- 
gland, nor has it been mentioned in the 
press. The French are furious because they 
have been forestalied.

In neither 
case are French possessions or French inter- 
ests threatened or affected in any way. But 
England and Italy are supposed to have 
gained somethng~ they want, and that 
is enough, to rouse French jealousy. 
England does undoubtedly gain a right of 
way through Central Africa; The continent 
is cut In two, cry the French, and the English 
have gained a diplomatic triumph. Both 
statements, though hysterical in form, are 
true in substance. Itis probably a very con- 
siderable diplomatic success, It was a very 
difficult one, and it is regarded with 
pride at the English Foreign Office. The 
English press discuss it nevertheless 
as. a compromise, and talk of sacri- 
fice. Most diplomatic successes are 
made upof compromises and include both 
‘sacrifices and gains. The question is, which 
preponderate, and in spite of the somewhat 
apologetic tone here taken it is clear that the 
sacrifices are slight and the gains very im- 
portant.

GIVE THEIR EARNINGS TO STRIKERS. 


Part of the Wages of Ution Men Go to the 
Destitute at Pullman. 

All union men of Chicago were expected to 
devote a bart of their wages yesterday for the 
support of the Pullman strikers. The Relief 
committee is daily furnishing supplies to up- 
wards of '830 families, and the applications 
for relief are increasing rapidly, A commit- 
tee of the teamsters and barn men of the 
Pullman stabies made a formal demand upon 
Supt. Spearing yesterday for the immediate 
dismissal of their foreman, W. K. Spearing, a 
brother of the’ Superintendent, charging 
him with ‘incompetency. They also asked 
for a return to the old scale of wages, $50 a 
month. an advance of 10 per cent over the 
present scale. If their demands are not con- 
ceded by next Monday,morning the men 
will join the other strikers. Yesterday Chair- 
man Heathcote exhibited a time check for 
two weeks’ work payable to P, Omott, a 
carpenter in the freight shops. The check 
called for:13.cents. The amount of Omott’s 
rent had been ddducted. ‘Two meetings of 
the railroad men at Hammond will be held 
this afternoon. and evening. Vice-President 
Howard, Chairman Heatbercte, T, J. Morgan, 
and Miss Jennie Curtis will ‘deliver ad- 
dresses. A large delegation from Pullman 
will be present. 4 

‘¢ 1] do not look for any change in the situa- 
tion at Pullman until after the meeting of the 
American Railway Union’s’ quadrennial con- 
vention,” said Vice-President Howard yes- 
terday. ‘“' The convention, which is the tirst 
since the imstitution of the union, will open 
in this city’June 12, and in. view of its near 
approach we deem it best to pestpone any 
definite policy until after the convention can 
express itesentiments. Its proceedings will 
be held with open doors.” } sie 

The police will be’called upon to contribute 
to the fund for the relief of the destitute 
strikers and their families. A committee 
from the Relief Association called on Chief 
Brennan yesterday morning and secured his 
permission to make the canvass among the 
officers at all the police stations in the city. 

Sixteen workmen in the employ of the Illi- 
nois dredging company went out on a strike 
yesterday.: They include all the engineers, 
iremen, tinemen. and scowmen employed by 
the company. A reduction of 10 per cent in 
their wages caused the strike. The men were 
at work on the new drainage canal. Gen. 
Pitz-Simons, President of the company, said 
that already a part of the places vacated by 
the strikers had been filled and that by Mon- 
day there would be no vacancies. _ 

There was a brief and decisive strike among 
the tugmen yesterday nthe river. Late in the 
forenoon the firemen and linemen refused to 
work again until the old rate of wages was 
given them, Some of the tugs were lying at the 
government breakwater, and the men did not 
wait until the boats were brought back to the 
harbor, but left then and there and returned 
to the city on excursion steamers. A delega- 
tion was sent to the tug offices, and aftera 
brief parley the tug companies told the men 
to return to their posts and the old wages 
would be paid them, Now the linemen and 
firemen have been given the old scale of 
wages, it isiexpected the order will be made

Street Bridge is Called a “Monument 
of Municipal Folly.” 


An excursion up the Chicago River was 
taken by members of the Western Society of 
Engineers yesterday afternoon. It was to let 
those men of science see the folding bridge 
at Canal street, the lift bridge at Halsted 
street, and the Bridgeport pumping station. 
About 100 members went. The party started 
from the pier atthe foot of La Salle street 
at 1:30 o’clock on board the.steam barge. 
Owing to the dense black smoke vomitted 
from the stacks of numerous tug boats it was 
almost impossible for the scientific excur- 
sionists to see the sights along the river banks, 
and when they disembarked on their return 
their faces were so blackened with soot that 
they . might easily have been mistaken for 
negro deck hands, 

The first objects which attracted the crit- 
ical eyes of the engineers were the tall build- 
ings along the shore which were out of plumb. 
This brought on a general discussion, and the 
sentiment seemed to be that the soft soil be- 
reath the foundations was slowly oozing into 
the river bed to be dredged out by the gov- 
ernment in an effort to keep the channel ata 
proper depth. Many speculations were of.- 
fered as to how long the buildi would 
stand before they would topple into the river. 
Allagreed that some lucky engineer would 
get the job of propping up the affected build- 
ings and of putting them on a sound basis. 

Another object for discussion and criticism 
was the abutments of the city bridges. Nearly 
every one of them was said to be of faulty 
construction ; some were not only badly built, 
but the material was equally bad in quality. At 
renee ee folding bridge at Canal street was 
reached. As the barge came to a standstill 
before it one of the excursionists announced 
that the ** contraption ” was put up by a lot of 
politicians for political purposes and that “the 
city needed it about .as much as a wagon 
needed a fifth wheel; | The bridge was opened 
and shut several times ‘to let the men of 
science see it. The noise made by the oper- 
ation was something fearful. It sounded like 
an old-fashioned thrashing machine badly in 
need of oil.

One 
venerable engineer called it a ** monument 
of municipal folly,” and said he:could build 
the affair for $75,000, whereas it had, he 
said, cost the city nearly $250,000.

Ald, Gallagher claims that the orders to re- 
move tracks at Fortieth street and Sixteenth 
street arid the gates at Harrison street were 
sent to the Corporation Counsel. Injunctions 
were asked for by the roads but nevet granted 
by the courts, and the cases are no nearer a 
trial than they were when first passed by the 
Council. The turnstile ordinance, he says, 
was passed in: December, but it is still in the 
hands of the Law Department. The. resolution 
in regard to Fortieth street was passed in 
March, he says, but nothing has come of it. 

The annual demand has been made upon 
the Illinois Centrat railway to remove some 
of its tracks on the Lake-Froat between Ran- 
dolph and Monroe streets. Last Thursday 
Commissioner Jones of the Public Works De- 
partment addressed a letter to the President 
of the road and called his attention to the fact 
that they had a number of tracks on city 
property, and ordering that they be removed 
at once. A reply was received yesterday 
morning from John Dunn, assistant to the 
President. He promises that the tracks will 
be rernoved at once, but concludes his letter 
by calling the Commissioner’s attention to the 
fact that the Baltimore and Ohio road has a 
number of tracks on the same property, and 
that, of course, the Illinois Central cannot be 
expected to remove those. Commissioner 
Jones has notified the Baltimore and Ohio to 
remove their tracka. 


DRAINAGE INJUNCTION DISSOLVED. 


Judge Tuley Refuses to Hold the Sanitary 
Trustees in a Case Before Him. 

Judge Tuley yesterday dissolved the injunc- 
tion which restrained the Sanitary Trustees 
from letting the contract for Sec. 1 of the 
Drainage Canal to Méasrs. Griffiths & McDer- 
mott, contractors. This was issued at the 
suit commenced by E. V. Johnson, Carl D. 
Bradiey, and E, F. Goebel, They claimed 
their bid on the work was $140,000 under 
that of Griffiths & McDermott, to whom the 
board had decided to give the contract. Fa- 
vortism was charged by the complainants and 
waste of the public money if the contract was 
awarded to Griffiths M2Dermott. 
When the complaming contractors had 
filed their bid with the board the sig- 
nature of E. F. Goebel was not attached. 
The board decided that Johnson & Bradley 
standing by themselves were’ not the lowest 
responsible bidders and decided to give the 
contract to Griffiths & McDermott. Judge 
Tuley in making the order of dissolution said 
it was not within the province of the court to’ 
conduct public works. The complainants 
would have to have an invulnerable case for 
the court to take it up. There was not the 
least allegation‘of fraud made against the 
trustees. :

THE OHIOAGO SITUATION. 


This Has Been an Extraordinary Year for 
the Shaking Up of the Management of 

- Insurance Interests, He Says=He Thinks 

It Uncailed For—Philadelphia Under- 
writers Will Change Their Rules—Loss 
Ratios by States=Home Company’ s Cir- 
enlar ta Its Agents. 

Speaking of the insurance business in the 
United States, and the Chicago field es- 
pecially, a prominent manager said yester- 
day: ** This has been an extraordinary year 
tor the shaking up of the management of in- 


1 surance interests, and I think it is all*uncalled 


tot. There are times of periodic depression 
in the United States, and this fact should be 
accepted as a fixed condition in the in- 
suranee as weil as other business. 
Foreign insurance companies have been 
struck with a panicky feeling, and are 
withdrawing from a. field which had been 
profitable and which now gives signs of reing 
better than ever befare., The increased 
losses and decreased profits have reached a 
maximum and minimum respectively, and we 
aré now of an upturn. The many losses have 
Served to stop rate cutting and increase rates 
in sections where they had:previously been 
too low. In looking over the entire field I 
am correct in saying that not for twenty-one 
years has there been such an excellent pros- 
pect for making reasonable profits in insur- 
ance ‘business, [I say reasonable, because 


the immense competition makes it im- 
possible to fealize unreasonable’ gains. 
But observe what has taken place 


within a short period! English companies 
have been withdrawing from the country ahd 
mostof the native weakling concerns have 
been weeded out. There is an increased de- 
mand for indemnity. This is bound to make 
insurance business good. There is another 
feature which seems almost astounding to me. 
In the City of Chicago, the metropolis of a 
section of a country which bas produced 75 
per cent of the ‘net profits of the insurance 
business of the United States, there 
aré but three home companies. One of 
them is first-class, while the other two 
ure hardly known outside of this city. Money 
is quoted here at 444 and 5 percent, and I 
cannot understand why capitalists will be sat- 
isfied with from. 4 to 7 -per cent on invest- 
ments when it could be turned into insurance 
business ata profit. There is room in_ this 
-~ for five companies with $1,000, 000 cap- 
each. Why dothe large insurance com- 
panies of the East and in Europe establish de-. 
partments here? It is because the business is 
more profitable than that conducted: by the 
home office, If this section isa more profit- 
able center for foreign offices it would be a 
profitable field for home capital.”’

A Viennese Commonweal Army. 


“” When I think of Coxey’§ march on Washing- 
ton I am forcibly reminded of the most exciting 
episode of my life,’’ said the genial Gol. Smith- 
mdyer. “Itbrings back vividiy those stirring 
days of 1848, when, along with 1,500 fellow stu- 
dents of the Austrian capital, we marched upon 
the Heichstag. Shall 1 ever forget that day? In- 
nocent as lambs were we. There was no 
thought of violence, but simply a desire to pre- 
sent our views to the legislators, and ask them 
to grant us certain reasonable demands that we 
thought would bring relief to.a distressed coun- 
try. The times were hard. Thousands of men 
were out of work in Austria; Germany, and all 
over the contipent of Emrope. We went in a 
botly without turbulence, and were. repulsed by 
the Ri sichstag. They would not listen to our pe- 
titio 

"T hon it was that the character of that hitherto 
peaceable gathering changed. We were all 
youngsters and with the enthusiasm of youth de-— 
termined ‘@ try other arguments. Gathering 
every sort of implement of aggressive warfare in 
reach we burst upon the national armory, whi¢h 
was wholly umprepared for sudden attack, eject- 
ed’ the handful of soldiers on guard, and ina 
twinkling seized 40,000 stand of arms.. This was 
the initial move that started the great revolution 
of 1848, and. incidentally, is responsible for my 
American citizenship.— Washinyton Post. 


Saffrace in Belgium. 

Under the new electoral scheme passed in Bel- 
gium last year, under some notable pressure, ‘it 
will be remembered, Brussels will have 142,182 
voters, instead of 20,300, as under the old régime. 
It is calculated that in the rural districts the 
electors will be increased to four-fold the extent 
of the increase in Brussels. Under the old régime 
about one inhabitant in five of the capital had! a 
vote, but only about one in twenty of the rural 
people had a vote, while in villages containing 
several hundred people not one person could 
vote.

An injunction obtained in one Federal dis- 
trict is inoperative in any other and by cross- 
ing an imaginary line the person conducting 
the unlawful performance may defy the Unit- 
ed States law and continue to perform the 
lay until its commercial value is completely 
estroyed. : 

To correct these weaknesses in the opera- 
taon of the law the following amendment has 
been framed, the words and paragraphs in 
italies being the words and paragraphs in- 


serted and added to the present law. The 
amended law, if passed, will read as follows: 
Sec. 4,966. Any parson paibiend ae, pe 
representing any dramatic or operatic com) . 
ton for which a copyright has been obtained, 
without the consent of the proprietor of said 
dramatic or ratic composition, or his heirs or 
assigns, shall be liable for damages therefor, 
such damages in all cases to be assessed at such 
sum, not less than $100 for the first and $50 for 
every subsequent performances, as to the court 
challlanpeat to be just; and in addition thereto 
such person or persons shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and liable to imprisonment for a 
not exceeding oné year. Any tnjunction that may 
be granted by any Circuit Court of the United States 
or by @ Judge thereof, restraining en- 
joining the performance or representation 
of any such dramatic or operatic composition, 
may be served on the parties against whom such 
injunction may be granted anywhere in the 
United States, and shail be operative and may be 
enforced by proceedings to punish for contempt or 
otherwice by any other Circuit Courtor Judge ia 
the United States, but the defeidants in* said 
action or any or either of them. may make a mo- 
tion in any other Circuit in which) he or they may 
be engaged in performing or representing said 
dramatic or operatic composition, to dissolve or 
set aside the said injunction upon such reason- 
able notice to the plaintiff as the Circuit Court or a 
Judge before .whom said motion shall be made 
shali deem proper: service of said motion to be 
made on the plaintiff’ in person or on his attor- 
neys in the action. The Circuit. Courts or Judges 
thereof shail have jurisdiction to énforce said in- 
junction and to hear and determine a motion to 
dissolve the same as herein provided as fully as if 
the action were pending or brought in t Circuit 
in which said motion is made.

PUBLIC SCHOOL STATISTICS. 

The statistics of education reveal some curi- 
ous particulars as to the number and nature 
of the students enrolled in the public schools 
of the United States. While the primary de- 
partmepts show about an equal number of 
boys and girls enrolied the number of girls in 
the grammar grades increases greatly in pro- 
portionito the boys, and this increase con- 
tinues in rapid ratio until at graduation from 
the high school the boys are rarely represent- 
ed by more than one to every three girls, and 
frequently by ‘a much smalier propor- 
tion, (Moreover, this disparity is 80 
much igreater now than formerly and 
has become so universal that’ it claims 
attention from nearly every superintendent 
in his annual report. One reports a loss of 
10.6 per cent from the ratio of boys attend- 
ing the high school ten years earlier. An- 
other, after tabulating a list of thirty schools 
in reference to this matter, adds: “The 
young men of the country will be compelled 
in self<lefense to prolong their time of study 
at school or college, or else submit to a con- 
tinual reminder of their inferiority in scholar- 
ship to' the young ladies with whom they 
mirigle|in the social circle.” 

The explanation commonly given for this 
state of affairs is that girls, being less valua- 
bie for industrial purposds, are allowed to re- 
maib in school, while boys, after having had 
four or five years’ instruction, are taken away 
to work or to gointo business. Another ex- 
planation is in the nature of the schools them- 
selves. Itis said that public instruction is 
not; sufficiently practical; that a city boy 
graduated from a high school, however 
well trained mentally, has not made 
even the first step towards fitness for any,of 
those avenues of industry in which most 
young men must afterward walk. Itis to 
ineot this objection that in many cities de- 
partments in manual training are added, in 
ordé¢r that the school may come to the boys, 
since the boys will not go to the school. 

Threeand a half centuries ago, when Sir 
Thomas More devised his ideal common. 
wealth, one of the most utopian of all his 
schemes was a liberal culture for the minds 
of girls as well as boys; the good kuight in- 
sisting that if the reproaches commonly cast 
on the female understanding were sound 
they would but afford so many additional! rea- 
song for bestowing on it all possible cultiva- 
tion, A time seems now at hand when a new

CAMPAIGN ASSESSMENTS HAVE BEGUN. 

When the appropriation bill was under can- 
sideration the Democratic city officials used 
all their influence to defeat a leveling down 
of the salaries of city employés, Although 
the tariff policy of a Democratic Congress bad 
cut down the wage scale of the country fully, 
25 per cent and hdd lowered prices at the 
same time so as to increase the purchasing 
power of a dollar the Democratic Mayor and 
his| subordinates insisted that the salaries of 
the officeholders must be left as they were— 
or father that they should be increased, be- 
case the same number of dollars wili buy 
more of the necessaries of life this year than 
last. 

It is easy to see now why the Democrats 
protected the city employés from the tariff 
policy of their party. It was not so much 
out of consideration for the employés them- 
selyes as for the Democratic campaign fund. 
Last week the employés were paid off and 
every one of them, with the exception of the 
policemen arid firemen, handed over a day’s 
pay to the Demoeratic collector. At the end 
of this month another contribution will be 
mate and it is expected that in the course of 
time the committee will have fully a hundred 
thousand dollars to be expended for legiti- 
mate and illegitimate campaign purposes. 

Salaries were kept up in order that it might 
be @asier to fill the campaign fund, The money 
which is cohtributed comes from the taxpay- 
ers and not the employés. As two-thirds of 
the taxes are paid by Republicans two-thirds 
of the Democratic campaign fund which is to 
be sed against them will be paid by. them, 
Thus the Democrats are enabled to carry an 
war at the expense of their opponents.

He 
says he thinks it is the best way to raise cam- 
paign funds. He sees nothing out of the way 
in taxing Republicans to put Democrats i 
office. The Mayor tay be a good politician 
from the Democratic point of view, but he is 
a very poor civil service reformer. 

The money which is taken indirectly from 
the pockets ofthe Republican taxpayers is to 
be used to drum up aliens and induce them 
to take out naturalization papers to which 
they may or may not be entitled.

tions tending: to suppress rowdyism. Last 
Friday evening members of the sophomore 
class of Columbia College performed the 
ceremony of burning certain text. books—a 
memorial rite in most celieges intended ta 
express either relief in being rid of the books 
orcpntempt for their contents, though the 
rite is usually performed by those whose ig- 
norance of the contents should incapacitate 
them from expressing any sort cf a verdict, 
fiery or otherwise, upon the books. Waiving | 
this’ point, however, it is possible to burn the 
boots -in a decent, becoming, and jovial way 
and tospenda merry evening in ‘ burning of 
the jancients.’’ Upon fhis occasion the stu- 
dents in question combined burning of 
the faculty in effigy with the burning of the 
books. Kegs of beer were provided and their 
contents swilled down. After the burning the 
crowd swarmed all over the streets in thag 
locality, some of them half clad and some 
having nothing on in particular, howling, 
yelling, and making life a burden not only to 
those who happened to be out at. that late 
hour but to those who were trying to sleep. 
As the hurly-burly increased: it grew into the 
dangerous proportions of a riot, and at last 
the police were obliged to interfere to keep 
The latter were attacked with 
sticks and stones, and at last, after patience 
had ceased to be a virtue, the force made a 
charge upon the mob and scattered it in all 
directions by the vigorous use of its clubs. 

The action of the police in dispersing these 
rowdies will be indorsed by all” sensible per- 
sons, who wilbalso probably suggest it would 
be well if polige measures were put in opera+ 
tion more quently for the regulation of 
collage students. It 1s useless to expect that 
the latter will regulate themselves or that the 
governing power of colleges will be exercised 
to any great extent in the restriction of row- 
dyism and brutality. When, as happened re- 
cently, an inoffensive woman is poisoned to 
death by thestudents of a protninent college 
and the President of that institution 
fpologizes for their brutal / conduct 
by attributing it to the animal spirits of the 
students, and the lattet appear in the courts 
and ideliberately perjure themselves to save 
the guilty party, it is evident there is not 
much hope tor reform so far as the colleges 
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ment, or mischief, or to abridge the ancient 
customs of the colleges, so "leas te a © 
not involve rowdyism, brutality, and acts of 


torture which are dangerous to life or may 


permanently maim the victim, When, how- 


ever, they take form then it is time that 
the police authorities should assert them- 
selves.

ARTIFICIAL RAIN-MAKING. 

The “rain-making” processes now being 
carried ‘on at sevéral points on tne Rock Island 
lines west of the Missouri are claimed to have 
passed beyond the stage of mere experiment. 
The gentleman at ths head of the department, 
for it would seem to have been elevated to 
that dignity, says that “every one of forty- 
‘six essays have been successful, and’ an 


Gee average fainfall of an incn anda half_ was 
“ produced. He would be willing to guaran. - 


“tee to produce at any given point a rain 
“every ten days through the summer 
“months,” and states. that “‘two conditions 


‘‘of the weather are essential to success; | 


“ the mercnry should not fall below 650 de. 
“ grees and there should be no, wind.” 

The operators work inside railroad cars, 
from which thin clouds of vapor or gas shoot 
through pipes into the air above. Asa result 
of this “small fleecy clouds form in the dis- 


tance, gradually coming together and form- 


ing rain clouds.’’ The character of the ma- 
terials used is kept a secret, but hydrogen 
must be one of them if it be correctly claimed 
that the gas emitted is some sixteen times 
lighter than air. 
This is woiderful, if true, but the wise 
man will abstain from accepting it as true 
till convinced that the experiment has been 
made so often and under such different cir; 
cumstances as to place the result outside the 
possibilities of mere coincidence. 
dy can be claimed for the reported work of tne 
last five days in May, since copiouggrains fell 
in and around Denver, which was. far to the 
west of the places occupied by the rain- 
makers. Of course if the fact be well 
established that on numerous occasions 
rain has fallen in sequence to arti- 
ficial processes while the neighboring 
meteorological conditions were such as. to 
give reasonable assurance that but for 
those processes there would have been no 
rain, it willnot do to doubt, however much 
belief may be at variance with the supposed 
laws of nature. For it weil has been pointed 
out by Huxley that all our knowledge of such 
laws is based upon observations of phenome- 
na, and that further experience may necessi- 


| tate extensive changes in our interpretations 


of those laws. According to that distmguished 
philosopher and scientist there are many 
claims that appear absurd, but we are not 
justified in denial, only in demanding the 
most indubitable evidence that the claims are 
true, i 

It is demonstrable that large quantities of 
the vapor of water are held in suspension in 
the air, even in that whichto the ordinary 
observer may seem to be perfectly dry. The 
atmospherie currents which sweep over the 
United States after having licked up a heavy 
vapor burden from the wide Pacific Ocean 
may have parted with a considerable portion 
of it in the form of snow and rain in passing 
over the mountain stretches that form the 
backbone of the continent, but they carry a 
rich store across the Mississippi Valley and 
beyond it. There is nothing more illog- 


ical in the proposition to artificially condense 


some of this vapor than in the claim that gold 
can be extracted from “ tailings’’ which were 
thrown aside as wortiiless a few years ago. The 
real question is if some of this moisture can 
be extracted from the atmosphere where 
wanted, andifitcan be accomplished as a 
commercial. success, which. will npt be the 
case unless the results are worth more than 
they cost. But if this question be prac- 
tically answered in the affirmative the 
consequence must be one of the biggest 
economic revolutions ever noted in the history 
of our planet. 
profitable cultivation would be doubled by 
bringing under the plow the vast tracts which 
now are arid in each grand division of the 
globe, and assuring a sufficiency of moisture 
to other great areas which now have buta 
sparse rainfall, That would make food more 
plentiful, effect a great change in current 
modes of production and methods of distribu- 
tion, and remove to many centuries in the 
future any netessity for discussing the Mal- 
thusian problem. 


TAXATION AND EXPENDITURE, 

The census returns show that the total rev- 
enues collected by the National, State, and 
local governments in the United States dur- 
ing the census year ending in 1890 amounted 
to $1,040,4738,013 (over a billion). ‘Of this 
the National Government collected 461 mill- 
ions, including postal revenues; the States, 
Territories, and District of Columbia are 
credited with 116mmnillions; the counties with 
1334 millions; and municipalities with 330 
millions, the two latter items being partly the 
results of estimates. For the same year the 
total of wealth in the United States was esti- 
mated at 65,037 millions, so that the taxa- 
tion for all purposes amounted to 1.6 per 
cent of all the property assessed and unas- 
sessed in the country, ¢his including personal 
as well as real estate. 

The ad valorem taxes on real and personal 
property are given as aggregating $443,097,- 
000, which is only 0.68, or little more than 
two-thirds of 1 per cent of the valuation of 
the property by the census officials, It may 
be remarked that either there is some error in 
this statement or the average taxpayer in 
Chicago pays a great deal more than his 
share per dollar of tangible wealth, The na- 
tional reyenue, stated to the nearest million 
dollars, included 230 from customs, 143 
from internal revenue, and 61 from the pos- 
tal service. Licenses are credited with 36 
millions, a little more than two-thirds of this 
total being for liquor. The taxes on railroads, 
separately reported, foot up about 10 mill- 
ions, the “‘ profit on coinage of silver dollars’’ 
(not a legitimate one) at nearly as much, and 
the tax on corporations, except railroads sep- 
arately reported, at nearly 9 millions. The 
receipts from sales of public lands exceeded 
614 millions, the tax on banks and bankers, 
separately reported, was a little more than 3 
millions, and the tax on circulation of na- 
tional banks amounted to $1,301,000.

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WOMEN’S aesoGiA Yt VE WORK. 
About 65,000 women were, refiresented by 


delegates to a meeting in a few 
days ago. They are members of ‘clubs in va- 
rious cities and towns in the United States, 
who have formed a federation in the hape of 
being able to wield a greater power, accom- 
plish more good, than would be possible if 
the clubs acted singly without a common plan. 


| The question has been asked, What can 


they do that will justify the general organi- 
zation? this being based’ on the well 
formulated idea that responsibilities increase 
in proportion to the of the under- 
taking. It may be answered ‘by the state- 
ment that if'these women try to be really 
useful to humanity instead of merely seeking 
to compete with men for political office, and 
striving to wrest from the other sex the reins 
of such power as the men may have, they are 
engaged ina laudable and hopeful enterprise. . 
They can accomplish a great deal if disposed 
to be helpmeets to men instead of rivals, or 


‘trying to form parties having as their 


objecs, the, making war on men’s habits and 
appetites, such ag the drinking of beer or a 
moderate indulgence in tobacco, But even 
then they will not succeed if they scatter their 
energies too much, As a sportsman would 
say, they will miss all the birds if they aim at 
too many at once. They stiduld pick out the 


most important things a reform in which is 


both desirable anc practicable, and thes de- 
vote themselves to earnest, concentrated, con- 
tinuous effort for its achievement. If they 
do so there is no telling in advance how much 
good they can accomplish, 

In the big cities of the United States, and | 
especially in Chicago, these women can Con- , 
fer an immense benefit on the community by 
working for public cleanliness, a condition 
which has been defined as “next to godli- 
ness.” If they will turm in and induce a 
pusification of the air that hangs over this 
city from the nuisance of smoke they will be 
great benefactors to.the community and will 
do much good to themselves at the same time. 
They are well able to exert an irresistible in- 
fluence in this direction. Many of them are 
the wives, sisters, or mothers of men who are 
responsible for the daily sending forth of 
vast quantities of nasty smoke into the at- 
mosphere. They should begin with these and 
then plead with their neighbors, or get their 
male kinsfolk to work with them, by first set- 
ting a good example and, secondly, asking 
others to followit, The women can repre- 
sent not only the value of pure air for breath- 
ing, the desirability of being able to keep 
walls, furniture, and pictures clean, and the 
of real cleanliness and 
personal comfort to the individual when the 
air around is thickly laden with slowly falling 
fragments of unburned coal-dust, but also the 
fact that a great saving of money can be 
effected by the consumption of fuel by com- 
bustion of what otherwise makes the worst 
kind of smoke. They thus can appeal to the 
pockets as well as the cleanly instincts of the 
men folks, who do not on the average display 
as much regard for freedom from dirt as do 
the members of the gentler sex. 

Another thing these women can and should 
do is to look after the cleanliness of the city 
on the ground. They ought to organize in 
every ward local committees to examine and 
keep track of the condition of the thorough- 
fares, and especially the alleys. They can 
labor with individual citizens to induce them 
to be cleanly in the disposal of garbage and 
rubbish, can report all instances of gross vio- 
lation of the ordinances on this subject by 
persons who have been labored with orally, 
and also every case of notorious neglect by 
scavengers to perform the duties for which 
They 
can insist on the foul abominations éf the 
alleys being abated in the interest of the 
health as well as the mere bodily comfort vn 
the whole people. 

If the women of Chicago wish to be asso- 
ciatively useful they should pick up and press 
nome tlese subjects, and take no rest till they 
have brought around these important reforms. 
They should encourage by their combined 
action the Mayor and City Council, and the 
members of the Union League whospenta 
great deal of money last year in the endeavor 
to suppress the smoke nuisance, as well as the 
ladies of the Municipal League who labored 
for the abatement of the garbage evil. The 
labor in these two contiguous areas of activity 
would require constant effort and ceaseless 
vigilance, with no let-up in the prosecution of 
offenders who persisted after the making of 
milder attempts to reform them. The work 
‘would not be done by mere spasmodic glances 
at a few dirty places and rambling talks in 
afternoon or evening meetings about the 
necessity of some other persons taking 
up the active oversight of the field. 
The women must look through the city 
alleys and up at the chimneys for themselves, 
and continue to look and use their nasal : or. 
gans till the smoke and the garbage nuisances 
are abated. Then they will command the 
gratitude and thanks of the whole people and 
will have demonstrated their right to under- 
take associative effort for the réform of mu- 
nicipal evils. Some other directions in which 
they could work to equal advantage may be 
pointed out in a subsequent article,

This sta- 
ndous total, which is \more than double the 
ritish national debt, do@s not include railroad 
mortgages.

As American mortgages are largely “ assigned,”’ 
and so serve as more or less cumbrous instru- 
ments of credit for what may be called market 
purposes, the breakdown of’ the mortgage sys- 
tem must have radically disorganized credit also. 
The werst of ordinary American mortgages is 
that they cannot be easily’ realized upo A 
widespread lockupof resources has thus followed 
the American crisis of last year, and the collapé 
of the land boom in the West was among the 
direct and most potent causds of the crisis, The 
effects Are hot to be suimounted readily. The 
Jarvis-Conklin Mortgage Trast company lately 
pointed out that * immediate sales in the present 
state of American finance could only end in seri- 
ous los$. and forec/osures are in the highest de- 
6 untlesirable.”” Bad as the stoppage must 
ave béen for such companies, the effect on the 
credit of those who are classe ibove as local in- 
vestors and capitalists must have been worse.

| Atkinson has published his comments on the 


cenrus mortgage statistics of this country. 
There is no greater living authority, and as he 
is as well and favorably known in Engiand as 


have ab opportunity of comparing his views 
with those published in that paper. No great- 
er service could be renderdd them than by 
calling their attention to Mr. Atkinson’s 
article, which affords a complete answer to 
the Times’ misstatements. Mortgages are not 
used in this country as a basis 
of credit, and, if they were, the 
security of mortgages never stood higher 
than iat present, as ‘is demonstrated 
by the fact that loans ate being made at 
lower rates than ever before. Within the 
last few days attention has been called to a 
new rate of 414 per cent being made here in 
Chicago, wibieb breaks the record for low in- 
terest. The Times gays ‘the collapse of the 
land béom in the West was among the direct 
and most potent causes”’ of the financial 
crisis of last year. There has been no land 
boom in the West or elsewhere since the Kan- 
sas and California booms collapsed six or 
seven years ago. The only thing of the sort 
which collapsed in 1893 was the British en- 
terpris® at Middlesboro, Ky., in which no 
American money was invested.

REAL ESTATE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 


No Activity in Agency or Mortgage Loan 
Circles. 

New Mideimiie in the real estate market are 
as scarce at the present time as customers. 
Thére is no buying interest in the market and 
the dealers in all classes of property are com- 
plaining of dullness and inactivity. Thesame 
condition of affairs which has been com- 
plained of in money loaning circles still ex- 
ists. There are few applications for loans 
from people who are willing to offer good se- 
curity. There has been considerable talk re- 
cently in regard to the low rates at which 


money ,.can be secured in large 
sums on improved’ security. If there 
is no change in conditions soon 


the low interest rate movement will extend to 
small real estate loans where the security is 
ample, A prominent real estate agency 
which is complaining of its inability to dis- 
pose of funds now on hand madea number of 
lodns as smalias $5,000 at 5 per cent last 
week, and offered to p,ace more money at the 
same rate insmall amounts. No loans are 
being mmade by people who are launching out 
into new enterprises, and renewals of old 
loans are in most cases being made out of the 
general market, 

The large number of vacant houses on the. 
market is unquestionably affecting the market ' 
for residence and subdivision property. 
It is now admitted that a large amount of va- 


cant property will have to be carried over at ' 
least until fall and probably until next May. ‘ 


Renting agents expect some demand in the 


fall from people who have quit housekeep.- | 
ing anil who have stored their household | 


goods, and from the people who have.doubled 
up and) are occupying houses joifitiy with 
other ténants asa matter of economy. The 
landlords, however, who have held out against 
rent reductions and refused to admit that the 
supply of residences was far in excess of the 
demand are forced to admit that their judg- 
ment was bad. The flat buildings in the 
vicinity of Jackson Park have been 
quite @ feature in the renting market, 
These fiat. buildings formed the unknown 
quantity which bothered agents in making es- 
timates of the supply of buildings on the mar- 
ket. There were owners of more eligibily-lo- 
cated flats who scoffed at the idea of uny com- 
petition from owners of buildings in the Jack- 
son Park district. and who believea that even 
cut ratés in the Worid’s Fair territory would 
not draw tenants. The year has been one, 
however, in which low rents have been a con- 


vincing argument, and the Jackson 
Park owners with flats at from 
$15 to $35 a month have drawn 


tenants from all portions of the city. 
The Sotth Side from Twenty-fourth street to 
Forty-third street has suffered as much from 
the exodus of tenants as have the West and 
North Sides. A Jackson Park owner 6f two 
large flat buildings made an application for a 
loan last week to a prominent real estate 
agent who is also a flat building owner on the 
old South Side. The first question asked was 
in regard tothe number of flats occupied. 
The agent, whose South Side building will 
show a large percentage of vacancies, was 
astonished out of mind to learn that his 
Jackson Park neighbor has every one 
of his thirty-two flats occupied, 
The elements of cheap rent and rapid transit, 
one furnished by owners of ex-World’s Fair 
hotels and the other by the Illinois Central 
and Alley “ L.”’ railroads, have decided many 
people to move who would have ridiculed the 
idea off change of this sort two years ago. 
A new “South Side’ has been established 
which landiards in other portions of the 
city will not ignore a year from now. 

Busiriess conditions are beginning to tell on 
rents in the down-town district. A store on 
Clark street, which, it is said, has never been 
vacant before in twenty-five years, is now un- 
occupied and it is only one of three or four in 
a singia block. Vacancies in the down-town 


district’ are not filled with the promptness | 


which characterized the market a year ago 
and the duties of the renting agent are not 
those of a sinecure. 

Still another phase of expert testimony as’ 
to land values was brought out last week in a 
case which was tried inthe United States 
Court before Judge Allen. The Metropolitan 


elevated road condemned a strip of land 7.35 [| 


feet in width running from Canal to Clinton 
street, just south of the tunnel lot, which was 
also acquired by condemnation. The narrow 
strip was necessary to furnish space for foun- 
dationsiof thé elevated road structure with- 
out disturbing the tunnel approaches, and as 
the owner was a non-resident the case went to 
the United States court. The entire holding 
between the tunnel property and Van Buren 
street and Canal and Clinton streets was 
in one! ownership, 100x320 feet in dimen- 
sions. The building was not considered in 
the suit at all, the only question at issue being 
the value of the seven and one-third foot strip 
and the damages to the remainder of the hold- 
ing by the division. The railroad company 
introdueed four witnesses who placed valua- 
tions oh the strip of land taken at $15,400, 
$18,900, $16, 996, and $15,087 respectively. 
The only theory as to contingent damage was 
on account of the reduction of the area of the 
holding, It wasclaimed by the experts for 
the road that the lot was of satisfactory depth 
even if the poorest frontage, that on Van 
Buren btreet, were considered and that the 
location of an “L”’ road station within 150 


feet from the property would improve 
it, The experts for the owner 
placed ‘valuations of $28,232, $28.400, 


$29,400, and $28,000 on the land and made 
estiinatés of damages of $24,910, $18,600, 
$18,256, and $18,000. A verdict was ren- 
dered far $20,400 fur the land, damages not 
being considered, The series of suits of the 
elevated road company against properties 
east and west of the river has involved nearly 
all the elements which go to imecrease or di- 
minish the value of property, and has demon- 
strated that expert testimony is anything but 
the product of an exact science.

The Navy- Yard is situated on Mare Island, 
about thirty miles from the City of San Fran- 
cisco. The island is nearly 900 acres in ex- 
tent, facing the San Pablo Bay, which isa

Up to 1850 Mare Island was a solitude, a 
waste occasionally visited by sportsmen in 
search of game and by Indians in quest of 
mussel, clams, and catfish, which latter 
warm in the waters even to the present d ay.

One of the chief dif- 
ficuities in preparing plans for the South Park 
system, in his eyes, is found in the rise and 
fall of the water of Lake Michigan. It is not 
an easy matter to construet artificial lakes, 
lagoons, and canals when the water 
is liable to rise or fall thirty.or forty’ inches 
without warning and at igtegular intervals. 
There are other difficulties,/ too, as the con- 
struction of the Midway Canal will lower the 
water in Washington Park fully six feet; but 
this tremendous difference ¢an be better taken 
care of than the irregular rise and fall in the 
lake, which damages the Shores in summer 
and causes the ice to gouge out the banks in 
winter. Mr. Olmsted can overcome the 
trouble by the building of a éeries of locks be- 
tween the lake and the artificial waters, which 
will serve to preserve the ~ gga eg of the 
latter throughout the year. ut then the 
question arises, Will not the lovers of open 
and flowing water object too.strongly to the 
permanent barriers between themselves and 
the lake, and will it not be too.tro&blesome to 
be continually passing through locks? This 
is one of the most important questions to be 
considered upon his arrival, and the conclu- 
sions of the board will have much to do with 
the character of the future plans with refer- 
ence to the water surface.

Beautiful as Washington Park is today, 
more. improvements are contemplated, some 
of them being on an elaborate scale.

In 1854 the piace was 
taken possession of by the United States Gov- 
ernment, and the first and only navy-yard on 
the coast was thus established.

, It is an interesting historical fact that Ad. 
miral Farragut, who was then a young com- 
mander, was the first commandant of this 
navy-yard. Theold log books in the office 
Gntain the first entry in Farragut’s own 
handwriting. It reads as follows: 

Sept. 16, 1854, Commander Farragut took 
charge of the island and forthwith ordered al! of 
the squatters off; Vara, Gilbert, and Antonio Pin- 
tro were, their names; weather clear. 

Farragut served four years, when he was 
succeeded by Rear Admiral Selfridge. In im- 
proving the island the government had to pay 
extraordinary prices for materials and labor. 
The officers’ houses are builtof brick, and in 
their architecture remin@ one strongly of 
Philadelphia residences of that day. . The 
brick was imported from the Hast at great 
expense, and masons who laid it received 
$l0O aday. The houses were arranged along 
one side of a main street, the space opposite 
being reserved fora park, This was planted 
to poplar, oak, maple, céedar,and various 
evergreens, and the treesare nowof large 
size and very beautiful. Each house is sur- 
rounded by a veritable rose garden, and in the 
eT h of many ate or py ci trees. 4

The largest ships may come 
up to the stone quay on all sides; the bay and 
straits receive so much . water from the Napa 
River that the teredo cannot live; the place is 
easy of access to San Frencisco at all seasons 
and men may work in the open air every day 
in the year. 

The oid hulk of the Hartford attracts as 
much general attention from casual visitors 
as anything in the yard. The Hertford was 
condemned about ten years ago after a last 
cruise in the Pacific waters. It was during 
the first Cleveland administrahon and the 
Navy Department proposed to destroy the 
old flagship. The announcement of this de- 


cision created great excitement all over the 


country. and the force of triotic sentiment 
compelled a rescinding of the decision. Eesti- 
mates were then made of the cost of repairing 
the Hartford, but nothing further was done. 
The ship was dismantied and has since lain at 
anchor in the stream until recently, when she 
was put in the dry dock. The Hartford’s tim- 
bers are as stanck today as when the ship was 
first nuilt at the Charlestown Navy-Yard. 

But there are more antiquated types than 
the Hartfordat the my By The old In- 
dependence, built at Charlestown yard, 
near Boston, in 1814, is still afloat, or, rather, 
still erect, for she spends most of her time in 
the mud, and made her last cruise in 1854

Prof. W. M. Conway's Book. 


It is something for a book to have said be- 

fore it appears that it will be an “ epoch- 
maki 
Prof. W. M. Conway's “ Climbing and Ex- 
ploration in the arakoram-Himalayas,’’ 
which is published in this country by the 
ro Appleton. 
. In 1892 Prof. W. M. Conway, a well-known 
mountaineer, Vice-President of the Alpine 
club and editor of the Alpine Journal, took 
charge of the expedition (under the auspices 
of the Royal Geographical Society, the Royal 
Boney: British Association, and Government 
of India), having for its aim the exvloration 
of the | Karakoram-Himalayas. The party 
consisted of Prof. Conway, Lieut. the Hon, C. 
G. Bruce, Mr. A. D. McCormick, Lieut,-Col. 
Lioyd Duckin, Mr. J, H. Roudebush, Mr. 
Eckenistein, and an Alpine guide by the name 
of Zurbruggen. They cr the main Him- 
alayas, exploring glaciers and climbing peaks, 
and made the first peange by Europeans of 
the Nuehik Pass and the Hispar Pass, the lat- 
ter said to be the longest pass known at the 
present day. Mr. Conway’s account cf this 
exciting journey covers 696 octavo pages-and 
is illustrated by 300 pictures furnished by 
Mr. Jormick. In his preface Mr Conway 
gays: | . 

The total result of the expedition can be esti- 
mated by the area of this volume and of the re- 
poms and scientific memoranda to be published 

n a separate yolume, with maps, in the autumn 
of this year. The length of the journey and the 
area of'the survey can be estimated by a glance 
atthe map. The list of altitudes measu will 
show the poighte we attained. @ spent in all 
eighty-four days on snow or glacier; we traversed 
from end to end for the first time the three largest 
known glaciers inthe world outside the Polar 
regions) and we climbed to the “ep of a peak ap- 
mg my | 23,000 feet high. © present yol- 
ume is the literary record of our doings. 

Prof, Conway’s party set out from London 
Feb. 5, 1892, and from the very start they 
had’an interesting and exciting time. I will 
not, however, attempt to describe their com- 
paratively uniniportant adventures, for there 
are so many are stirring and exciting to 
be des¢ribed. Prof. Conway gives his story 
in the form of a djary which adds to its inter- 
est, for we feel that it was written on the spot, 
which I suppose it was, andl thig adds deciaedly 
to the local color. 


Into a Strange Country. 


When Prof, Conway gets down to describ- 
ing the crossing of the Nushik Pass he takes 
us through country that we have never traveled 
through before, even by way of books. It has 
long been known that there was a road over 
the mountains not infrequently followed in 
former days by natives traveling between 
Skardo, the capital of Baltistan, and Nagyr. 
The pass was not believed to present any ex- 
traordinary difficulties and even cattle were 
stated ito have been taken overit. Of late 

ears, however, the natives admit that they 
have rarely crossed it, if at all. They said 
that the road became buried in snow and that 
it ceased to exist. as a practical route from 
their point of view. his was enough for 
Prof. Conway and his little party, for when 
they saw an obstacle they determined to sur- 
mount it, He gives a $3 account 
of the er of the ispar Pass.

RAINFALL AND DENSITY OF POPULATION 
The Growth of the Latter Depends on the 
Former. 

The results of the last census have shown 
that the distribution of the population in the 
United States is regulated by the ‘abundance 
or scarcity of rain. The largest part of the 
population is distributed in those \regions 
where the annual rainfall varies from thirty 
to forty inches. These comprise three-fourths 
of the people. 

The density of population diminishes rapid. 
ly where the amount of rainfall differs con- 
siderably in either direction from these fig. 
ures, which may be taken as of mean value. 

Greatest density is found where forty to 
fifty inches of rain fall yearly, the number of 
inhabitants in such districts being fifty-nine 
per square mile, [Where the rainfall is thirty 
to forty inches per annum the mean density 
of population is 43.1 per square mile, 

The dry regions of the East, where less than 
twenty inches fallina year, which, includes 
two-fifths of the territory, contain actually 
less than three-hundredths of the people of 
the States. i 

The population has multiplied most rapidly, 
with a rainfall of twenty to thirty inches. in 
the great plains extending from ‘Texas to Da. 
kota, where the density has increased ‘16 to 
18.1 per mile, | 

These figures show that. as might naturally 
be expected, in the variety of climatic condi- 
tions found in the great expanse of territory 
constituting the United States those most fa- 
vorable to increase the number of inhabitants

This Sah cetisiee of hike seebll:'tn tice octane 
of wh te use hisown picturesque expression, 
he killed reams of paper, gradtially cleared up 
the situation of the novelist; for him life became 
less gloomy and his debts less grinding. We have 
now entered the summer of 1830, Then the im- 
perious necessity of fleeing from Paris seized 
Balzac; he felt that a bustling trip, e change of 
horsou, was necessary to rest his overheated 
brain. After scraping together some money he 
went into the Touraine. A pretty little house, 
“La Grenadiere,” quite enveloped in flowers, 
honeysuckles, became his retreat for some time. 
In the midst of the beauties of nature the bright- 
er side of life took possession of him; he felt 
happy. “Virtue, happiness, life,” he wrote then 
to his friend Victor Ratier. manager of La Sil- 
houette, “ is an eee yr oe on the banks 
of the Loire.” 

In this little bower ‘the ‘povelist wrote * La 
Peau de Chagrin.” This work. so original. to use 
the expression of Sainte-Beuve, brought its aw 
thor to the threshold of his greatfame. The 
years 1825-'80 summed up, then, the most ca 
lamitous period of Balzac’s life; and later on 
destiny inflicted upon him many trials, many 
crosses. And itis not withont reason that, in a 
letter addressed toward 1846 to Mme.
